We. fear that a rather exaggorated 
estimate is formed, in England, of the 
value of the Mission whose journey 
towards Yunnan is being followed with 
so much interest. The Times, in an 
article which we reprinted on the 2nd, 
anticipates that “Mr. Grosvonor may 
for the first time let the rulers and 
the people see what the English mean 
by a criminal enguiry;” and the 
Spectator infers “that the Chinese have 
assented to allow an official European. 
to see that it does punish the murderers 
of Mr. Margary.” Remarkable silence 
has been maintained here,abont the funce 
tions of the Mission, as well as every other 
feature of the recent negociations. But 
we do not infer from what has trans« 
pired, that its members are intended 
to exercise very active functions. They 
will not sit as members of a Mixed 
Court, but rather as censors, watching 
the proceedings, with » power no doubt 
of protest, but chiefly to seo that the 
investigation is nota mockery, Neithex 
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do we imagine that the results will 
he so clear, and justice so sharp, that 
seoing the tiurderers of Margary pun- 
ished will be among their duties, It is 
hardly surprising that, in the ery which 
was raiséd against Li Si-tai, the whisper 
of possible guilt in higher quarters has 
been almost forgotten. Yet we shall 
be surprised if the train of guilt be 
found to stop at Li's door. ‘That he 
swas implicated there is no doubt. 
Neither is there a doubt that Chén 
Kwo-jui was active in instigating the 
Tientsin ‘massacre. But he was not 
the head as well as the front of the 
conspiracy; sind we suspect that Li, 
like Chén, was only a willing agent in 
‘the crime, Tt will be remembered that 
the first account which came to us of 
‘Margary’s murder, spoke of his being 
Killed at the temple where ine was 
‘Todging, as ho was about to mount his 





‘horse, Buta taloof more cruel treachory 
“is, now told, on the authority of a 


‘Mandarin and of a French Missionary 
lately returned from Yunnan. It is 
now said that he was murdered at a 
Danguet in the Yamén of the Manwein 
Official, and the tale chimes in with 
what we know of the occurrence. 
It is said that he was twico enter- 
tained at the Yamén, on consecu- 
tive days; the first time hospitably, 
the second time he was murdered. 
This would agree perfectly with the 
message sont back to Colonel Browne 
to come on, as all was well; aud we may 
well surmise that he was deluded at 
first witha hospitablereception, toinduce 
him to lure the expedition into the 
trap which had been set. To murder 
a victim at a banquet, isa familiar 
“form of treachory to the Chinese. The 
short episode of the siege of Soochow 
furnishes us with two instances, It 


» was aba banquet that the Mo-wang 


was killed by his brother chiefs, who 
wanted.to surrender the city; and it was 
at a banquet that they themselves were 
‘murdered by Li Hung-chang, in viola 
tion of his word pledged to Gordon for 
their safety. We may accept the tale, 
therefore, as having no inherent im- 
probability ; but if we do accept it, we 
must believe that the Manwein official 
who ordered the crime, was the mouth- 
piece of some one other and far higher 
than Li Si-tai, Neither of his own 
conception nor at the order of a local 
military officer, would he venture 
to murder, in his official residence, 
aman whom ho knew to bea foreign 
officer bearing an Imperial passport. 
‘We suspect that, if this tale be true, 
the thread of the conspiracy will 
have to be traced far highor than 








Li Si-tai, and porhaps beyond even the 
‘Yamén of the Fatai himself. Of ohe 
thing we may be perfectly certain, 
that the Commission of Enquiry is a 
mere form. Every circumstance of 
the crime is already known at Peking 
—to Mr. Wade probably almost 
as well as to the Chinese—more

punishment. Apprehension has been 
expressed in some quarters for the 
safety of the present Mission. We do 
not share it, ‘The Peking Government 
have trouble enough on their hands 
already, with the murder of Margary, 
and will be more likely to err on the 
side of over-care that no harm or 


Davenport, and Baber, We do not 
believe in the plea of impotence, which 
they are fond of putting forward as 
regards places distant from Peking. 
They ean perfectly control the officials 
of Yunnan, as well as those of Shan- 
tung, aud the cue given by the officials 
to the people will be obeyed. What- 
ever may be achieved by tho Mission 
in the matter of the investigation itself, 
we rely that its members will bo passed 
safely over the Burman frontier.

Two days 
afterwards, a third blade broke off, and it 
‘was thought better to return to Aden, which 
port was reached on the 12th, After dis- 
charging 1,200 tons of general cargo, the 
‘vessel was trimmed by the head and the 
spate propeller shipped. This was completed 
on the 2nd Oct., and after reshipping the 
cargo she sailed on the 11th, Called at 
Point de Galle, leaving on the 22ud, On 
the 23rd two blades of the new propeller 
_Were broken off. She however proceeded, 
‘and arrived at Singapore on the 30th, 
Jeaving again on the 2nd Nov. On the 
4th, another blade was broken and she was 
obliged to return to port, during which 
time, the fourth blade broke and she had 
to make her way with the broken ends to 
‘Singapore roads ; the engines making over 
100 revolutions per minute and giving a 
speed of 5 knots, After discharging 1,400 
tons cargo and docking, a screw was fitted 
which formerly belonged to the Bri 
str, Medina, and which apparently answers 
well, the steamer having made good time 
from Singapore to Hongkong and Shanghai. 

‘Tho light on High or West Ockseu 
Island was exhibited for the first time on 
tho, 3rd instant. The light is 286 feet 
above the sea level, and should be visible in 
clear weather for 24 nautical miles, 

In order to enable those of the com- 
munity who might desire to view the 
Drawings of the Shanghai Sketching Club 
to do so, the pictures were on exhibition 
between the hours of 4 and 6 Friday after- 
noon, The opportunity was availed of 
by a number of people.

Instructions 
have been issued to Mr. Hart, the Inspec- 
tor-General of Customs, to report fully on 
the taxation of foreign trade; and the 
Chinese Government have engaged that, 
when the inquiry is concluded, a com- 
petent Chinese officer shall be appointed to 
confer with « British oficial on the regulu- 
tion’ of the frontier trade between Burmah 
and China, A decree was issued ou the 
10th of October, calling the attention of 
the Provincial Governments to the passport 
clause in the treaties, and alluding to the 
murder of Mr. Margary, and the cou 
quent appointment of a High Commission. 
Me, Wade will return to Peking in about a 
week, after having despatched Mess 
Grosvenor aud Baber to Yunnan, 

‘The latest news from Pexra gives 
promise of s very sovero winter, It is 
now generally understood that the Ambas- 
sadors-designate for England will not 
loave at least till the Spring. ‘The letior 
of apology which they are to convey will 
more approprintely come at the close that 
at the beginning of the measures of reparé 
tion for the Yunnan outrage. ‘They will, 
therefore, not start till the investigation 
has and has 
factory in its result,—In the meantime, 
Mr, Wade is understood to be pressing 
the question of taxation, and good results 
are hoped from the negociations,—Some 
excitement is said to provail at Peking, 
about the Japanese quarrel with Corea, 
Japan evidently does not intend to let the 
attack upon the Unyokan pass by; and 
China is inclined to help her dependent in 
case of war. It is thought likely, however, 
Uhat the influence of Foreign Ministers 
will be exerted in favourof peace, It will 
be represented that Japan must have 
satisfaction afforded her, and it is thought 
likely that the Peking Government will 
be persuaded to influence the Corean 
Government in this sense.—The report 
is revived that Mr. Hart is likely to 
be replaced shortly, as Inspector-Genoral 
of Customs, by Chungho dit is 
likely that that man accession 
to office will be followed by the gradual 
introduction into the Oustoms service of 
the Chinese who are now being educated 
in Europo and America. Some of these 
have now been alroad for a considerable 
time, and a batch of sixty or moro aro 
expected back, next year. 




















































News has bein received from Mr, Gros- 
venor’s party, from Icmaxo, which they 
reached on the 1st December. All were 
well, and they were to proceed on their 
journey on the following day. ‘The trade 
at Ichang seems to be unimportant, it 
being all absorbed by Shasi, The party 
walked round the walls of Ichang, and 
found them foitr miles in circumference. 
They were disappointed with the place, 
which is not either picturesquely situated, 
though there are some fine hills on the 
opposite side of the river. Shasi is a far 
more interesting place both as regards the 
city and the neighborhooa ; and acity called 
King-chow-foo, situated about three miles 
from Shasi, is described as exceptionally 
good. The walls were in perfect order, and 
themoat around it is 200 yards and upwards 
in breadth, Among the hills near Shasi, 








is a natural arch about 200 yards high. 
Caves of stalactites were also visited. At 
Ichang, the large boat in which they start- 
ed from Hankow was exchanged for two 
smaller ones ; and in these they expected 
to travel 700 miles, before the land jour- 
ney begins. The river rons at about 2} 
miles an hour, and with a fair wind they 
had been able to sail against the current, 
Otherwise they have to track, Shortly 
after leaving Ichang, the rapids are en- 
countered, and there of course tracking is 
the only mode of progress. Every atten- 
tion is being shown by themandarins, who 
take almost too much care to ensure their 
being protected from any incivility. 

Messrs. Gordon Bros. write from Han- 
OW, on the 11th Deo. :—The quotations for 
imports must be looked upon as nominal, 
there being really no demand at this port 
just now.

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‘THE CHINESE NAVY. 
Passtva from what we have lately taken 
occasion to write about the condition 
of the Chinese army, it may not be un- 
interesting to draw a rough sketch of 
the navy. This consists at present, so 
far ag foreign-built ships are concerned, 
of ‘three detachments—the steamers 
built at the Foochow Arsenal, those built 
at Shanghai, and those employed in the 
blockade of Hongkong which are of for- 
eign construction, We have here at the 
outset the same divided allegiance which 
hinders a proper organisation of the 
Chinese ‘army, and must prevent in a 
scarcely Jess degree the attainment of 
efficiency in the navy, Neither army 
nor navy are Imperial, but belong to 
the Viceroys for the time being of the 
provinces by which the wages and ex- 
penses aro paid, The plan is crader 
evon than feudalism, for the vassal was 
bound to farnish trovps to his suzerain 
in time of war, whereas the Vice- 
roys of China are not supposed to go 
beyond their own provinces. For the 
defence of these they are solely re- 
sponsible ; and there, theoretically, their 
responsibility ends, Before piracy was 
quite extinguished from the Chusan 
group, it: was not the “pidgin” of 
a Shanghai gunboat to police those 
waters, Chusan is under Ningpo, 
and Ningpo is in the vice-royalty 
of Fobkien and Chekeang; and to 
the Foochow gunboats, accordingly, was 
left the work—which they also failed to 
do—of policing waters remote from 
their station but close to Shanghai, while 
Kiangsn gunboats lay idle in the 
Hwangpoo. But it is not only as 
regards Imperial control, that the 
system of provincial seclusion ‘is fatal ; 
it stands equally in the way of efficient 
instraction and discipline, though these 
are questions that will ariso moro 
naturally for discussion at a later 
period, after we have seen what are the 
, men, and armament of which 
China can boast. 

Incompnrably the best in every 
respect are the steamers built under the 
superintendence of Mr. Giquel at 
Foochow. Their cost—the cost indeed 
of the whole Arsenal and Dockyard 
Establishment at Foochow—hbas been 
enormous; but the Chinese have here 
at least good ships; they are built 
throughout of teak, ‘and so strongly 
that they‘will stand the wear and tear 
of gunnery and are fit to encounter any 
weather that a ship can be expected to 
live through. ‘Two of them were lost 
in the typhoon of 1874, which caused 
so much damage at Hongkong and 
Macao, but they were lost on the coast of 
Formosa under circumstances which do 
not reflect on their construction. One 
broke adrift from her moorings in the 
harbour of Takow, touched on a sand 
bank, capsized and sunk, while the 
other was blown ashore; a third was 
eaught in the typhoon in mid-channel, 
and made port in safety—though, it is 
true, with masts out away and guns 














thrown overboard. There may have 
been defective seamanship in all this; 
it is likely the vessels that were lost 
should have put to sea, and that the 
Captain of the third was over-nervous 
in dismantling her; but the accidents 
do not tell against the ships, which are 
undoubtedly well built and of good 
model and speed. Barring white anta 
or the accidents of wind or war, they 
will prove darable, Their machinery 
too is good, and what is more, is said 
to be well kept. Dirty as the Chinese 
are in their own habits, it seems beyond 
question that they do keep the ma 
chinery of their gunboats in good 
order. Whether they are sufficiently 
skilled to detect the place of a serious 
accident, and to remedy it, is another 
question, but they do appreciate 
the necessity for cleanliness, and 
in this respect are superior to the 
Japanese, who are unmistakeably slov- 
euly in their care of machinery, and 
come to frequent grief in consequence. 
The Foochow ships are armed, al- 
most exclusively we believe, with the 
Vavasseur gun; and the seamen are 
said to be fairly apt scholars in gunnery. 
These are taken from the coasts of 
Fokhien and the Chusan archipelago, 
and are a bardy and active race, ac- 
customed to the soa, and likely to 
prove, as fighting men, superior to the 
land forces. Their enrly training de- 
velopes bardihood, and the comparative 
looseness of naval dri more suitable 
to the Chinese disposition than the 
rigid precision which is essential in the 
case of soldiers. It is when we ap- 
proach the higher ranks that, as in the 
case of the army, we begin to appreciate 
the weakness of the service. The ships 
are commanded, some by pilots who 
are no more capable of commanding a 
man-of-war than would be the captain 
of a Newcastle collier; some by cadets 
who have been educated in the Foochow 
Arsenal school, and have a fair theoreti- 
cal knowledge of navigation and naval 
tactics—though it is unlikely this theo- 
retical knowledge would stand the test, 
as yet, of a typhoon or a severe naval 
engagement. But below the com- 
mander and, perhaps, the chief officer, 
there is no skilled control ; second, third, 
and fourth officers, gunners, boatswains, 
&., &., and all the carefully selected 
men who go to make up the aggregate 
fighting knowledgo of an English ship 
are greatly absent ; and absent also is 
that sense of discipline and respect, 
that immeasurable measure of distance 
which is essential to the maintenance 
of proper discipline among a large body 
of men confined in the small space of 
 man-of-war. We have said before 
that the pupils of the Foochow Arsenal 
have a fair theoretical knowledge of 
their work; but the ex-pilot com- 
manders are hopelessly adrift if they 
fail to recognise a headland, and very 
certainly neither one nor the other 
would be able to support an admiral 
as Nelson’s captains supported him in 
the splendid manceuvre which went far 
to win the battle of Aboukir. The 


seamen are good, apt at gunnery, and 











fairly prompt in boat drill and landing. 
parties. So that, though somewhat 
better than the army, and especially 
in so far as it possesses a few fairly. 
trained officers where tho army has 
none, the navy is weak in precisely the 
same respects; its moderately trained 
officers are very few; and of highly 
skilled mon there are none. In writing 
this, too, we may repeat, we have had 
before us the Foochow squadron, which 
is incomparably the best. We shall 
go on in another artiole to say a word 
of the Shanghai vessels, and of the de- 
fects in organisation which as yet pre- 
clude the attainment of even moderate 
efficiency in a service on which China 
has expended so many million dollars.

‘Tuene has never been an effort made™ 
to intreduce the same complete organi- 
sation at the Shanghai Arsenal, which 
Mr. Giquel’s talent and influence have 
brought topassatFoochow. The Arsenal 
has grown to be a large establishment, 
and a number of vessels have been 
constructed and Jaunched from the 
adjacent dockyard; but here are not 
the same arrangements for tuition 
which have turned out a number of 
pupils fairly skilled in mathematics and 
navigation at Foochow. Neither does 
the samo influence appear to have 
existed, which has secured ‘for the 
Foochow Naval Yard the credit of at 
least turning out well-built and sub. 
stantial, if costly, ships. Tho vessels 
launched at the Shanghai Arsenal are 
sufficiently pretty models, but an undue 
desire for economy or some other 
motive has led to the presence in them 
of very unfit timber, and as a natural 
consequence to early symptoms of 
decay. Oregon and Vancouver pine are 
not woods fitted for the construction of 
men-of-war, neither is camphor wood 
a material that ought to be introduced 
into a sea-going ship. The former 
under any circumstances, and the latter 
especially in case of moisture, aro‘ 
liable to deteriorate and rot with alarm- 
ing quickness; and unless we are mise 
informed, the condition of some of the 
Shangbai-built ships is already such 
that it would be unwise to risk them 
in a heavy sea-way. It is affirmed 
even that dry rot bad made its ap- 
pearance in the last frigate before sho 
had left the cradle; but these aro 
reports which it is obviously difficult to 
verify, and which we give only as they 
have reached our ears. What is un- 
doubted is, we believe, that the inferior 
woods used are already showing grave 
symptoms of decay before the ships 
have been called on to do any work 
more important than ffy a man-of-war 
pennant in the Hwangpoo or the 
Yangtze, or carry an occasional 
mandarin between Shanghai and 
Nanking. ‘The absence of any train. 
ing school or training ship, such as 
existed at Foochow in the school pre= 
sided over by Mr. Carroll or the cor- 
vette commanded by Captain Tracey, 
have prevented the education at Shang- 
hai of the class of Naval cadets to 
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whoin we havelbefore referred as having’ 


there attained a fair theoretical know- 
Jedge, of navigation. The Shanghai 
vebsels are'all commanded by ex-pilots, 
of the-class iminortalised two years. ago; 
by:a covtespondent, in describing “A 
ctuise after the loreba Mandarin.” 
‘Plese men are of no better class than 
the sailors, from whom they cannot be ex- 
poted tohold themselves aloof,and have, 
fg wo said before, no more pretension to 
Girect the movements of a man-of-war 
than the captain of'a Newcastle collier 
could liave to command the Iron Duke. 
The sailors, too, are we believe gen- 
erally" inferior in physique to the 
hardy Chusan and Swatow fishermen, 
‘They are more generally taken from the 
province to which the fleet belongs, 
whose inhabitants are decidedly an 
inferior race to their Southern neigh 
bours. The habit, too, of keeping the 
ships idle in the river, cannot but have 
a deteriorating effect on their morale. If 
sailor is not hardy and active, he is 
little use ;, but it is not by lying in the 
stream off the Arsenal,.or mounting 
ostensible guard at _Woosung, that 
these qualities are encouraged. They 
eceed in furling the sails with 
admirable neatness, and squaring the 
yards with extreme precision, but 
‘Wo,should not rely on them or their ves- 
sels. in the case of a typhoon, with 
nearly the same confidence as on their 
Foochow comrades. 

‘And’ this brings us to the glaring 
Asfect of the whole so-called navy.— 
Thero is no homogeneity, no organisa- 
tion, no head. ‘The Shanghai-built 
vessels are under the Governor of 
Kiangsn; the Foochow-built ones are 
undor the Governor of Fobkien ; the 
Canton boats appear to be chiefly under 
the Hoppo, atid seem rather designed 
for purposes of extortion and oppres- 
sion than for war. At-any rate, they 
no. more than the others hold from 
and tho idea of combined 
action ora combined ornise for train. 
not enter the head of 
er of the Local Chié’s who 
control the movements of the vessels. 
What chance would vessels so dis. 
organised have, even if they could be 
collected, against an English fleet? The 
Chinese must make up their mind to 
appoint a Ministry of Marine as well as 
a iinistey of War, and tocentralise the 
control in each case, before any good 
thing can be expected from either estate. 
And a first and essential duty of the 
coistrolling -power will be to order out 
squadrons for cruises, that they may 
practice evolutions, and the officers and 
sailors bo exercised in practical seaman~ 
ship. But here again is a hindrance 
at the outset, in*the very A. B. C. of 
military organisation, ‘The Navy, no 
more than the Army, has a Victualling 
Department. The seamen of the several 
gunboats contract with the cook, to 
feed them ; and the length of a cruise 
therefore would depend on the accuracy 
of that worthy’s computation rather 
than on the will of the Admiral. fu 
the Navy no more than in the Army is 


























there, either, a Medical Service; and 
the: ghastly scene that a Chinese ship- 
of-war would present after an engage- 
ment where the heavy guns of an 
English.frigate bad been in play; may 
be better imagined than described, In 
the Navy, therefore, as-in the Army, 
the absence of organisation must be 
fatal to any combined warlike opera- 
tions ; and Chinese conceit and jealousy 
will of course prevent the employment 
of the’ sole means by which efficiency 
could be secured—the entrustment 
of control to a qualified Foreigner. 
Such a man they have in Mr. Giquel, 
bat though his influence and energy 
have enabled him to do much, we have 
too much faith in the force of Chinese 
stupidity and peculation, to imagine for 
&@ moment that he will be allowed to 
culminate his work. What can be ex-| 
pected when a man like Ting Jih-chang 
bamboos without trial a captain of a 
corvette ?—a man, too, who is not of the 
ex-pilot class, but really does know 
something of his work, who had passed 
with credit through the training schools, 
and was really entitled to some of the 
consideration which is accorded in the 
West to officers and gentlemen. One 
such act of brutality is sufficient to de- 
moralise the whole force, and to de- 
stroy what germs of self-respect the 
new course of training might have 
began to inspire.

the first genuine Chinese Mission 
going to Europe, and every nerve is 
being strained to secure the appoint 
ment of Interpreter and Adviser for a 
member of the Customs service. As 
we said before, the appointment will 
form a precedent, and may almost be 
regarded as a test one of the future 
status of the Customs service. If Mr. 
Hart succeed in carrying his point, he 
will almost, have established a prescrip- 
tive right to make such nominations. 
IE he be defeated, it will be a long step 
towards replacing the Department in 
the position proper to it, and to its 
rise from which the indiscretion of Sir 
Rutherford Alcock was greatly con- 
ducive.

THE STONE BRIDGE, 
‘Tarne may have been some reason in 
the Taotai’s refusal to entertain the 
suggestion of the Monicipal, Council 
to alter the arrangement of, the Stone 





Bridge, though. at first sight it wonld . 
seem,as if asnub direot- were intended 


for the temerity of those, who, pretended 
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fo greater dge of t 
$onstraction, than the Chinese. It is 
fortuiately’not matter in which the 
‘sesthotic sensibilities of: thé Settlements 
‘re'likely'to be‘ brought”into play; for, 
probably, no Chinaman eyer looked 
upon the Stone Bridge as’a triumph of 
the beantiful; and few will be found, 
‘évén among the oldest residents, to be- 
Inud the architectural excellence of the 
edifices spanning the Soochow Creek. 
Looking at the name by which the 
‘Stone’Bridge is known, and examining 
‘ite'structure, we cin find some reason 

the opinions expressed by the 
neighbouring villagers. The edifice in 
question was not” built as a bridge, but 
as a lock or chah, to shut out the 
waters of the Hwangpoo, and prevent 
the rash of the tide up the old river. 
Formerly, such a structure existed at 
tho Louza, but falling out of repair, it 
was determined to replace it by the 
present one, which gives the name 
of Sinza, or “new lock,” to the very 
dirty village in immediate contiguity. 
As will be seen by inspection, tho upper 
waters of the creek were confined by 
@ series of planks forming a single 
‘onisson, and fixed in grooves, still re- 
maining on the face of the piers. The 
consequence, of course, would have been 
that, except at high water, communi- 
cation by boats between the upper and 
lower portions of the creek would have 
been cut off; while, on the other hand, 
the comparatively clear water which 
now prevails from the neighbourhood 
of” Wangdu upwards, would have 
Gome down to Shanghai. We do not 
Know at what time, or for what reason, 
the system of confining the upper w 
was departed from; but the old 
still remain as a proof that, at a 
not very distant period, the division 
still existed. It is probable enough 
that, in the opinion of the people in 
neighbourhood, the present very incon- 
yeniént piers do still possess some occult 
influence. Ofcourse, to any reasonable 
man, it would appear clear enough that 
in their present condition the unwieldy 
piers'of what is now simply a bridge, 
Serve no usofal end. On the one hand, 
tho advantages of shutting off the upper 
waters from the muddy tide of the 
Hirangpoo, and thereby ‘saving the 
accretions of mud and sand which line 
the banks from Wangdu downwards, are 
sufficiently apparent. On the other, 
‘thété’are’ counterbalancing advantages 
ih the increased freedom of naviga- 
ction, and the greater scour afforded to 
an unobstructed current. The present 
‘gtructure answers neither end. It 
indéed constricts the current in passing, 
which is nearly as inconvenient at 
certain states of the tide as would have 
been the old caisson ; but this constric- 
tion. has’ only a tendeney’ to cause a 
greater deposit of mud above and below. 
As:a matter of fact, there is no tendency 
to flood the country above the bridge, 
the ground being higher than the level of 
‘the highest tides, and even if there were, 
the water could find its way by other 
means than through the:present piers, 
“had: it once gained-snfficient nt height to 























state of the Stone Bridge certainly 
affects’ injuriously the portion of the 
creek lying between it and the Hwang- 
poo, and in which Foreign residents 
are more particularly concerned. The 
Council were, therefore, quite right to 
bring the matter under the notice of 
the native authorities. It isa pity that

‘THE SUEZ CANAL. 
‘Tue announcement that the British 
Government had resolved to purcbase 
the share of the Khedive in the Suez 
Canal has, not unnaturally, been a matter 
of much interest not unmingled with 
surprise in the East, where the bare 
announcement of facts arrives so long 
before the account of the preliminaries. 
Taken in connection with the recent 
failure of the ‘Turkish Government to 
meet its financial engagements, as well 
as in its apparent connection with the 
position of affairs in European Turkey 
and in Contral Asia, this most recent 
step of tho British Government may 
apparently be looked upon as one of 
the most important events of the day. 
‘The cost of the Suez Canal in round 
numbers may be assumed as nearly 
approaching sixteen millions sterling, 
Of this sum, in original shares or 
bonds, the Khedive holds nominally 
some 200 millions of francs. Most of 
the bonds were, however, we helieve, 
issued to him at a discount, so that the 
actual amount of his interest in the 
Canal when reduced to par would be 
about 150 millions of franes. This, 
from the short notice in the telegram, 
we presume to be the share purchased 
by the British Government for four 
millions sterling. It actually repre- 
sents, we beliove, 7/16ths of the 
capital of the Canal. Some three or 
four years ago, negotiations for the 
purchase had already advanced to a 
considerable extent, but fears as to 
probable expense of keeping the Canal 
open prevented their being concluded. 
Experience now goes to prove that this 
expense is not likely to be so great in 
the future, and that at a comparatively 
small cost, in proportion to the original 
outlay, the available width of the Canal 
could be doubled. It will thus be seen 





that the project, though a startling one, 





some time back, the British Govern- 
ment has been conceiving the possibility 
of stepping in. The hostility of Lord 
Palmerston to the Canal was one of those 
phenomena difficult of explanation. 
‘Tho result was that the British capitalist 
was scarcely represented in its con- 
struction, and that this work was 
mainly carried out by French, Dutch, 
and Belgian capital, with the assistance 
of the Khedive, to whom its completion 
was, of course, a matter of the greatest 
moment. The successful construction 
of the Canal, contrary to Lord Palmer- 











prediction, placed din 
the curious predicament that, Suis ste 
was most interested in the maintenance 
of the new highway, she had not a 
word to sayin its management, It was 
trne that the scheme had been a costly 
one for its original supporters, and’ that 
the host of small investors who had 
listened to the persuasive words of 
Baron Lesseps, have up to this time, 
and probably will for a long time +o, 
come, had to remain without any Tetarn 
whatever on their investment, Récont 
events have, however, thrown Franco 
and England together, even moro 
closely than before; and the purchage 
‘by the British Government of a largo 
share in the Canal, now, places its 
management almost entirely in the 
hands of those two great maritime 
nations. It is to be presumed that the 
body of French shareholders are agreo- 
able to the project, which will certainly 
not reduce their chance of the enterprise 
becoming financially successful, even if 
it do not directly contribute to that 
end, With regard to the financial 
position of the Khedive’s share, little is 
known. A considerable portion was in 
ordinary shares in the undertaking, not 
likely for many years to come to pay 
a dividend; but others, invested in 
bonds, issued from time to time, and 
bearing interest of about six por cent. 
nominal. As these bonds were issued 
at us low a rate as 66 per cent., they 
would show a rate of interest of about 
nine per cent. They are, however, 
saddled with various obligations as to 
deferred payment, so that, as an ime 
mediate investment, the British Govern 
ment will probably find itself the loser, 
In some measure, however, the British 
Government is mixed up with Egyptian 
finance, and the present occasion prow 
bably seems a good one to consolidate 
all interests. In 1855, it will be tee 
membered, the then British Government 
guaranteed a loan to Turkey of five 
millions sterling, which, under tho 
conditions, was placed on the mar. 
ket at the low rate of four per cent, 
As a guarantee for a loan the previous 
year, the Turkish Government had 
already pledged a portion of the tribute 
due from Egypt. With the sanction, 
or at the request of the British Go. 
vernment, the balance of that tribute, 
amounting to about £70,000, was 
applied to the first payment of tho 
interest and sinking fund, the annual 
amount of which was to be £250,000, 
viz., £200,000 interest, and the balance 
to form a sinking fand, increasing in 
amount as bonds were paid off. Tho 
recent collapse of Turkish finance, and 
the uncertainty whether the Khedive 
was bound to Greaf Britain to lodge 
in the Bank of England the amounts 
due from his tribute, or to obey in pre- 
ference the commands of his suzerain, 
doubtless in some measure influenced 
the Government in the course they 
have taken. It is curious that tho 
financial arrangements of Lord Palmer- 
ston with regard to the guaranteed loan 
of 1855 were adversely witnessed by 
the present leaders of the two political 
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parties in England,’ Mr. Disraeli and 
Mr. Gladstone. It is more curious 
still that on the former should have 
fallen the burden of having to correct 
in’ somé manner or other the financial 
difficulty here arising. One act leads 
‘up to another, and the conduct of Lord 
Palmerston in guaranteeing the Turkish 
Joan of 1855 bas been at least one of 
the links in the chain which has made, 
in 1875, the British Government the 
‘purchaser of the largest individual 
interest in his great bugbear, the Suez 
Canal, 
“Politically, the purcbase of the 
Canal may be viewed in an entirely 
different light from its financial aspect. 
The Turkey of 1875 excites little 
“sympathy in England as compared with 
what it did in 1855. Then it was 
Jooked upon as an oppressed power, 
willing to do well if only relieved from 
the over-shadowing influence of its 
giant northern neighbour. From that 
dread ‘it was effectually relieved, but 
only with the result that it has gone on 
from bad to worse. Almost any settle- 
ment of. the Eastern Question which 
would relieve Great Britain of its con- 
nection with the Porte, would now be 
Jooked upon as satisfactory in England. 
No probable settlement seems, bowever, 
to point to the establishment at Con- 
stantinople of a respectable power, able 
to take an independent course, and make 
its. councils respected in Etrope. A 
weak power at Constantinople and a 
possible burst up in Egypt, with the 
fall of the Osmanli power in Europe, 
would not be acceptable to British poli- 
ticians ; and the Government seems to 
have considered that, before letting go 
one crutch, it was well to provide itself 
with a substitute. We imagine that 
* from this date the stereotyped Eastern 
Question will be found to have entered 
into a new phase.

MIXED COURT. 
Shanghai, Deo. 10th. 
Before the Chinese Magistrate Hsrex, aud 
W. M. Coorzr, Esq., Assessor. 
Charge of Rodbery from a Wreck. 

‘Tseiu-r0AN, an ex-tepaou and four farmers 
and fishermen from a village in the 
district of Nav-huai, were brought up ou 
suspicion of being ‘concerned im pillaging 
the wreck ‘of the “Lucerne, ‘which waa leat 
on the Ariadne Rocks in October, 1874. 
‘The wreck aud cargo were purchased at 
auction by Messrs, Wheelock & Gon of Shang: 
hai, whose allegation at 206 bage of 
pepper, worth Tis, 1,648 ; one case of jewellery, 
Tis, 500; 118 packages of merchandise, 
‘Tis. 2,000, were stolen by wreckers from 
Nan-huai’ In addition, the wreckers are 
alleged to have stolen a large portion of the 
belongings of the ship herself, in the shape of 
haivs, old iron, wire rope, and other 

things too numerous to mention, the value of 
which it is difficult to eatimate, but which 
might be roughly set down at Tis, 1,000, 
jving @ total value plundered of Tis, 5,148. 
No trace of the thieves could be obtained for 
‘some time, but xt length it was in ure 
accidentally discovered that some of the 
missing 'Y, including several bags of 
pepper f iron wire, had been seen 
in certain houses in the village of Nan-buai, 
the inbabitants of which are either fisher- 
men or farmers, in many cases the farmers 
holding shares in the fishing boats. On the 
discovery of the property named, applica- 
tion was made through the Cousular authori- 
ties fora thorough investigation, not only into 
the circumstances of the robbery, but also 
into the conduct of the district magistrate in 
u with the alfair. In the meantime, 

a detective was sent to Nau-huai, who found 
large portion of property from the Lucerne 
il in the possession of two men of the 
jage, named Fan Feng and Chin-a-tai, or 
Chin-a-hwa. ‘This information was given to 
the Taotai, who, it appears, sent an officer to 
the place, ‘who arrested Fan and Chin, and 
found in their houses part of the booty. ‘This 
led to the apprehension of the other prisoners, 
ailof whom were, itis said, subjected to rigid 
examinations before the district magistrate. 
The ex-tepaou averred that he was out of 
office, through ill-health, at the time, and did 
not even know of the wreck. He, however, 
admitted that he was a friend of one of the 
other prisoners, but added that he knew 
nothing of the Janding of the wrecked cargo 
by him or any one else. The four others per- 
sistently denied that they had pillaged the 
wreck, wishing to make it appear thatthe pro- 
perty found in their possession was flotsam 
from the wreck aiter the foreigners had 


































































abandoned er when she had sunk in deep 
water. Notwithstanding the application of 
the bamboo (in one case, it is alleged, to the 
extent of 1,000 blows), the men adhered to 
their statements; and were ordered to be 
remitted to Shanghai, for investigation before 
the Mixed Court. ‘To-day (the 10th instant) 
the case was brought on; but beyond the 
fact of the property being found in their 
possession, there was no evidence to connect 
them with the actual robbery. All the 
prisoners were therefore remanded for further 
enquiries. 

In connection with this peouliar case, the 
‘Taotai, Feng, avers, Ist, that due protection 
was given the wreck ‘until she was taken 
charge of by foreigners and sold by auction ; 
but he adds that the purchaser should th 
have seut some one to take charge of her ; 
2ud, picking up flotsam or even 
hooking things out of a deserted wreck 
does uot amount to robbery ;—and 3rd, 
that none of the plunder could ‘be found in

‘The Court is of opinion that the plaintiff 
has proved that he has geod and valid reasons 
for asking the Court to dissolve the partner+ 
ship between himself and the defendant, 
‘The reasons assigned by the plaintiff are that 
the, defendent ‘failed to keep proper accounte 
during his absence, such as had been stipulated 
in bis letter of June 7th, 1870, and kept back 
from him various sums he lad received on 
account of the partnership, and that he (the 
plaintiff) only found out the omission of these 
sums by personal inquiry. 

‘These emissions the defendant admit, but 
lends want of knowledge of book-Leeping, 

ut the Court considers from what has been 
produced before them that he was thoroughly 
competent to keep the accounts of the firm 
liad he 80 chosen, and that his not doing so 
was culpable negligence. 

‘On the sworn evidence of the plaintiff it is 
given that the defendant neglected to give 
proper information that might be of use in 
making up the accounts, and the Court does 
not see that any proof has been brought for- 
ward by the defendant that proper asistance 
‘was afforded by him to the plai 
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. he tearing of the leaves of the ledger has 
not been denied hy the defendant, he simply 
says he does not know whether he did or uot, 
auil this circumstance is evidence of untrust- 
worthiness as his partner, 

‘Phe Court cousiders from the evidence be- 
fore it ‘that, the partnership should be di 
aclved, and therefore decrees a. dissolat 
from; the date of the petition.
